EDOCATION LN CHINA, 

‘ I. : 

Amidst all the uncertainty as to what is 
going to” happen next ‘in’ China, every 
thoughtful observer must be: thoroughly 
convinced that, although .it would be im- 
possible to predict with certainty what it is 
In 
fact, things are happening all ‘the time. 
‘The old order of stagnation’ and indifference 
is breaking up, and there are to-day thou- 
sands of Chinese who are earnestly asking 
themselves the question, “What can I do 
to help my country?" ‘There is nu doubt 
that a new patriotism is springing up, crude. 
and ill-informed, but yet alive and growitig.’ 
Iti is too late in the day to think of ‘crushing 
it or ignoring it... ‘The new spirit in China 
should be cncouraged and, so far as 
possible, directed along right ines, ‘The 
times call for. the mast sympathetic un- 
derstanding between progressive Chinese 
and the representatives of . Western civiliza- 
tion, Disinterested sympathy and wise ad- 
vice of foreigners resident in China may do 
‘much to prevent excesses and mistakes, and 
tu secure by peaceful means possibly, what 
is sure to come’in any case,’ popular educa- 
tion and some recognition of popular rights. 
Ip no respect is this truer than in’ cduca- 
Ntional matters. ‘The progressive Chinese 
have rightly divined that the new China can 
only come through a new education. But 
education is buth a science and an art; and, 
‘as both, it needs to be learned. ‘The Chi- 


nese have had it rather forcibly impressed, 


upon them that they musts snbaic to be 
taught how to proseruee war along modern 
lines, So 1n commerce they sit at the fee, 
of. the men of the West to learn ‘the methiod 
of constructing and’ using stealuships, 
railroads, and telegraph lines, “But it is ta 


be feared that they do not yet fully ap.’ 


preciate the importance of having expert 
assistance in the founding of a better 
educational system. In a vague sort of way 
they are convineed that the old order is 
wrong and that popular education along 
Western lines must be introduced ; but: why 
this is true and-how the change is to be 
accomplished, and.what' ends are to be 
aimed at, it 8 to be feared are. very little 
understood. Some of these things we 
propose trying to point out, It always 
becomes a Westerner to speak with caution 
and modesty of things Chinese. With 
caution, because of. the danger of mis- 


conéeiving and mis-stating the facts about 


a people so diverse from ourselves in ante, 
cedenls, environment, and, activities... With 
modesty, because we must remember that 
we are dealing with a people. and with in- 


| stitutions that.were hoary with age when our 


Western civilization was in its swaddling 
clothes. , On-the other hand, one may be 
emboldened to speak when’ he reflects that 
the older an institution. the more nearly it 
should approach perfection, the . more it 
should be able’ to’ commend. itself to that 
which ‘is younger, and the less cause it has 
for complaint when its defects are pointed 
out.” It is in a spirit entirely friendly’ to 
China, and with a view to helping ber, that 
we undertake to give some critical account 
of.the defects of the present so-called system 
of: education in’ China, and later to point: 
out what we conceive should be the aims of 
those who are endeavouring to construct a 
better system. Briefly stated, the prevalent 
system is as follows. ‘There are thirteen’ 
Classics, or sacred books, products of: the 
period between 2,000 and 4,000 years ago, 
A majority of. these have either passed under 
the editorial hand -of the great sage, Con- 
fucius, or were written by his immediate fol- 
lowers’ as embodying his views. " Confucius 
started a system of schooling for s/atesmen, 


Tt Was for usé in his schools that he compiled 


the best literature. of the ancients, It was 
then that the scheme was inaugurated, 
which has been in vogue! ever since, of 
requiring prospective: officials’ to. pass a 
rigorous examination on’ the literature: of 


| their country. This institution not: ‘only 


determined the method of securing political 
honotirs, it fixed (or professed to fix). for all 
time the subjects of study for a w!

Chinese 
style, measured by. these models older than 
the Christian era, 
the case to say. that the attainments of the 
race more than two milleniums: ago were 
collated and made the basis ofall: educa- 
tional training, and that ever sirice it has 
been persistently denied that niinkind has 
furnished anything worthy to be added to or 
to take the place of the subjects as originally 
taught. Now we may readily grant that the 
degree ‘of civilization that China exhibits 


to-day, and has exhibited at cach stage in’ 


her history, is and has been due to the 
systuar of education here. briefly ‘outlined ; 
we may pay the high tribute due to the 


wisdom and ability of her early educators ; ; 


we may concede that the system here ex: 


‘| emplified had clevated China to the. status 


of a civilized nation at a time’ when ‘the 
people of Europe were for the most part 
sunken in barbarism ; we may allow all this, 
and more, and yet the fact remains beyond 
dispute that China’s system of. education 
does not fit her people for the life of to- -day. 
It did well enough; perhaps, for the time of 
Confucius, but since then the world has 
been taking great strides in the advance:

Ut must have affurded HIS. Sir Henry A. 
Blake no little satisfaction when he was able, 
on, the eve of his. departure from. Hongkong, 
lo present as satisfactory a” Budget for the 
Colony as. is the Estimates ‘laid on the table 
of the Legislative Council yesterday after: 
noon. In respect of estimated expenditure 
it shows by far the largest’'amount the Colony 
has yet been asked to appropriate for the 
public, services of any one year, And as 
regards the estimated revenue it is the record 
one for Hongkong, Nu less a sum than 
$6,608, 308 is expected tu be collected next 
year against the estimated expenditure of 
$6.5 31,34y inclusive of the suni of $2,009,698 
to be devoted towards: public works, If 
the framers of the Budget have erred at all, 
it is pleasing to note that they err on the 
right side, In his observations, following 
the introduction of ‘the Appropriation Bill, 
the Colonial Secretary: remarked that the 
estimate of revenue is a cautious one, and it 
must be remembered that the. 
revenue for the Opium Farm does nat begin 
till the ist March next, so that in 1y05 there 
will be a further increase from this source 
represented by two months’ fees'from it. If 
due regard be had to economy in ex- 
“penditure, it may be expected — that 
the debit balance of $281,039, with which 
we shail begin the: year 1904, will be 
wiped’ off by the expansion of revenue, 
at any sate early in 1yos if not before. 
We have it on the same authority that the 


estimated ordinary reveiue for ryo4 exceeds’ 


the revised estimate for 1903 by $1,370,535; 
made up generally as follows:—Opium
